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Construction Comments 


1960 BOND ELECTIONS ! 


The unprecedented high volume of bond approvals in the 1960 November election prompts an analysis 
of the specific significance of the voting. The results indicate that public construction will in the years 
ahead contribute more than usual strength to over-all construction demand. 


On the basis of returns for about three-fourths of the propositions, out of issues valued at $3.4 billion 
put before the voters, a total of $3.0 billion were approved--the highest volume of approvals for any 
November election. This 90-percent rate of approvals on the part of voters to finance further public 
improvements 11 percent greater than the November election average for 1946-59, signifies a clearcut 
willingness to incur heavier indebtness for long-term projects. Furthermore, the voters approve 
greater amounts of bond issues in 8 out of the 11 months in 1960 as compared to 1959. Apparently, the 
amount of indebtness acceptable to the public has not yet reached its limit. 


The largest bond proposition submitted to the voters on election day, $1.75 billion, was California's 
huge Feather River water and irrigation project. It was passed, but by a narrow margin on account of 
widespread opposition created by diverse conflicting interests in that State. However, the second largest 
block of bonds before the electorate, $345 million of Illinois obligations intended for extending State un- 
iversity facilities and improving welfare institutions, passed by a substantial majority. Across the 
country, sewer and water, and education projects fared particularly well, 98 percent of the amount pro. 
posed for the former and 84 percent for the latter being approved. 


Bond election approvals for 1960 are expected to reach a new peak of $5.5 billion, almost double the 
$2.8 billion for 1959 and considerably above the former record in 1956. Moreover, the November con- 
tribution to the total, 55 percent, is a somewhat larger proportion than is normally accounted for by the 
month, possibly attributable to the large vote brought out by the presidential contest.

For the first 11 months of 1960, 72 percent of the issues and 87 percent of the dollar volume up for 
voter approval passed, as compared to 74 percent of the issues but only 72 percent of the dollar amouml 
in the corresponding period of 1959. School bond approvals, are running at a rate of $1.4 billion for the 
first 11 months of 1960, up sharply from the $1.0-billion level for the same period of 1959. 


Because of the considerable time lag between voter approval and actual construction activity result 
ing from contract awards, 1961 activity will reflect mainly the influence of approvals during the late 
1950’s, which also ran at unusually high levels. Since 1952, the contract awards for State and local gov- 
ernment construction have fairly consistently followed a pattern counter to the economic cycle, about) 
percent of the awards being held back from the final stages of an upturn and being granted at a later 
period of decreased economic activity.2 However, this shift is less apparent in the work-put-in place 
series, owing to the rather long periods used for phasing out contract awards. Thus, the bond electio 
picture for November and for 1960 as a whole tends to support the expectation that there will be a5 
percent rise for public construction activity in 19613 and continued gains in the period following.

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Expenditures for Maintenance and Repairs in 1959 


Resuming the long-term climb that was inter- 
rupted in 1958, maintenance and repairs expend- 
itures for all types of structures and facilities 
rose by 8 percent, to $19.3 billion, in 1959. 

Almost every category increased over 1958, but 
half of the overall dollar gain of almost $1.5 billion 
was accounted for by rising expenditures for non- 
farm residential buildings. This category, wherein 
expenditures for new construction also boomed in 
1959, had outlays for maintenance and repairs of 
$7.5 billion, $700 million above the 1958 recession 
levels. However, because of rising costs, the phys- 
ical volume of work performed probably did not 
exceed the $7.4 billion mark of 1957. Because of the 
rising inventory of housing, spending for mainte- 
nance and repairs on a per unit basis was certainly 
less than in 1957. 

The 1959 figures reflect outlays in all 50 States, 
whereas the statistics for previous years excluded 
Alaska and Hawaii. However, the data are readily 
comparable. 


Spending on the maintenance of nonresidential 
buildings exceeded $4 billion for the first time in 
1959. Highways, increasing by slightly less than 
$100 million to $2.4 billion, has displaced the public 
utilities group as the third most important category. 
Within the public utility group, railroads, the fourth 
largest major group, increased only slightly, to 
just under $1.3 billion. It is the only category that 
has not recovered fully from 1958 declines, from 
almost $1.5 billion in 1957. 

Estimates for years prior to 1950 and a de- 
cription of the methods used in deriving them ap- 
pear in Construction Volume and Costs, 1915-

the same as those previously published; revisions 
were made only in the 1958 figures, which were 
preliminary at the time they were first released, as 
the 1959 figures are now.

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Steel Heating Boiler Production—1959 * 


Shipments of residential-type steel heating boil- 
ers having capacities up to 350,000 British thermal 
units per hour (BTU/H) totaled 100,267 units in 
1959, according toa survey of the industry conducted 
by the Building Materials Division of the Business 
and Defense Services Administration. The survey 
embraced the following products: steel heating and 
steel firebox commercial and residential boilers, 
including miniature, scotch, and vertical types and 
residential units fabricated from copper. 

The data for 1957, the first year for which such 
a survey was conducted, showed boiler size in 
square feet of heating surface rather than in BTU/H 
net rating. Therefore, the statistics for 1957 and 
1959 are not exactly comparable. 


SHIPMENTS 


Shipments in 1959 reported by 79 plants totaled 
128,854 units (table 1). By comparison, shipments in 
1957 amounting to 129,130 units were reported by 90 


plants, 11 of which subsequently discontinued manu. 
facture of boilers (table 2). The 1959 shipments 
were valued at $82.5 million (table 3), contrasted 
with the 1957 value of $83.5 million (revised), 
Shipments of scotch-type boilers increased by 
3,000 in 1959 over 1957. The 1957 statistics were 
collected on the basis of square feet of heating 
surface, the smallest category being 129 to 32] 
square feet. Manufacturers of scotch-type boilers 
having less than 129 square feet of heating surface 
probably reported such sizes in the residential 
category in the 1957 survey. Comparisons of data 
on vertical and other type boilers of 177 square 
feet of heating surface or less are also limited by 
the difference in the 1957 and 1959 forms. Infor- 
mation published in Simplified Practice Recommen-

dation R157-50 for “Steel Firebox Boilers and Steel 
Heating Boilers, Commercial and Residential 
Types,” showing the relationship between BTU/H 
and square feet of heating surface, may serve to 
facilitate such comparisons (table 4). 

Bureau of the Census shipment data for steel 
heating boilers, collected on a basis of 15 pounds 
per square inch (p.s.i.) and under, show shipments 
valued at $53,160,000 in 1954, $56,325,000 in 1955, 
$62,476,000 in 1956, $63,274,000 in 1957, and $62, - 
488,000 in 1958. 

The Building Materials Division is conducting a 
survey of each major segment of the heating equip- 
ment industry, using BTU/H as the measure of 
capacity. Manufacturers’ shipments in 1959 of cast 
iron boilers of 0 to 349,000 BTU/H capacity totaled 
206,931 units! and steel heating boilers, residential 
type, of 0 to350,000 BTU/H capacity totaled 100,267 
units. 

Table 5 gives a breakdown of steel heating boiler 
shipments in 1959, by Census geographic division 
destination.

OUTLOOK FOR 1961 


Starts of single-family residences in 1961, based 
on the current rate, are not likely to exceed the 
1960 total. Governmental action, however, may 
stimulate an increased rate in the final eight 
months of 1961. Apartment-house construction may 
increase somewhat in 1961, improving the outlook 
for the larger steel boilers. Steel boiler demand 
for other habitable construction, except industrial, 
should remain steady. 

Repair, modernization, and rehabilitation outlays 
are expected to increase in 1961. This activity 
is substantial and appears to have been running at 
approximately $25 billion annually, although no 
definitive figures are available to support this es- 
timate. The Building Materials Division’s survey 
of more than 10,000 heating equipment installers 
is nearing completion, and its results should pro- 
vide considerable information on steel boilers in 
the replacement market. 

Some industry sources are of the opinion that 
steel boiler sales in 1961 will approximate 1960 
levels.
